OUR EUROPEAN LETTER. 


FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Urtrecat, Holland, 
August, 1867. 
Holland has always been an interesting 


little country. From the earliest accounts 
woe have to the present day, the Hollander 


acts in a sturdy, half-heroic, half common- 
The Batarii” were al- 


allies, when patience and pluck were re- 
quired. 

The country itself is a work of art. The 
sea is cheated of a part of its heritage. By 
means of dykes, windmills, and constant 
watchſulness, the land is kept partially dry. 
‘Many of these green fields are so low that 
they become lakes in the spring, and have 
to be pumped dry by windmill power. 

Water is the most abundant thing in Hol- 


land. Long lines of slumberous canals in- 


tersect each other in every direction. Near- 
ly every street in villages and towns bas its 
canal. The canal boats come up to the 
very doors of stores to discharge their car- 


Windmills are the most prominent fea- 
tures in a Dutch landscape. They look 
very solemn as they swing their great arms 
lazily against the horizon. 

The soil is so springy that it is difficult to 

make roads in Holland. The roads are 
built up several feet—often ten or fifteen 
feet above the level of the fields. In order 
to keep the roads from slipping away, lines 
of trees are planted on eash side in close 
order, so that the roots shall make a protec- 
‘tion for the embankment. From a tower 
you can trace the lines of roads in every 
direction by the long lines of trees. Ca- 
nals are bordered in the same way for the 
‘game purpose. This gives a charm to an 
otherwise bare landscape. 
One would have supposed that the 8 


Hollanders would bave been allowed to 
possess this marshy inheritance in peace. 


There seems to be but little here to tempt 
the ambition of invaders. Yet Holland has 
had a stormy career. Both man and na- 
ture seem to have been against her. But 
against both she has triumphantly held ber 
way to a career of prosperity and power. 


The Hollander is naturally rugged in 


make and manners. From seeing the 
Dutch way of doing things, ono ignorant of 
Dutch history might infer that Holland had 
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— expresses itself in subtle 
ways and often in apparently trivial things. 
In three ways the Hollander shows a char- 
acter formed to its toughness of fiber by 
generations of conflict with difficulties. 

One of these ways is the manner in which 
an average Dutchman does things. (You 
must look for national instinets always in 
average sort of people.) He attempts to do

Here I take the 
coasting craft as an example, for these are 
the marine peasantry. The Dutch coasting 
craft are so bluff in build that it is a won- 
| der how they can be pushed through the wa- 
ter at all. They are generally sharper at 
stern than at bow. They are broad and 
‘heavy. Progress is gained in such craft 
only by the most energetic means. Evi- 
dently such a craft expects to bruise and 
break its way through the water by sheer 
obstinate strength. How different our sharp 
American craft, which seem to be so in 
league with the laws of nature-that resist- 
j ance relaxes its claims and the waters al- 
| most immediately divide at nent of the 
sharp prow. 
Still another indication of the same trait 


of character is seen in Dutch architecture, 


The churches and public buildings of the 
most flourishing Dutch period are heavy in 
appearance; as if intending to hold to the 
ground by main force, and expecting all 
sorts of enemies to attempt their overthrow. 
Holland is rapidly rising in commercial 
importance. Rotterdam, the Hague, and 
Amsterdam are already great commercial 
cities. One is surprised at the great num- 
ber of canals in Rotterdam. In every di- 
rection you see little bridges hoisted into 
the air to allow vessels to pass. The 
bridge-keepers have a novel way of collect- 
ing toll from passing vessels. They have 
a little bag attached by a fish-line to a long 
bamboo rod. With this they fish up the 
toll from the helmswoman of the vessel. I 
say helmswoman, for women are almost al- 
ways at the helm in Dutch coasting craft. 
Indeed, woman’s sphere of employment 


toil in the fields, they bear great burdens 
through the streets, they act as lamplighters 
in the streets, as switeh-tenders on railroads, 
even as sailors on vessels. I have seen a 
woman harnessed to a bluff canal-boat, toil- 
ing under & strain which would be sufficient 
for a horse. This not occasionally, but fre- 
quently. My idea of woman’s sphere is 
other than this. 


The poor of Holland are very poor. At 
best the returns for labor in so sterile a 
country are but meagre. That labor, too, is 
not wisely expended. There is a singular 
absence of labor-saving appliances. More- 
over the country is small, while its expen- 
ses for government, fortifications, etc., are 
great. I am told that one-eighth of the 
population are helpless paupers. 


The Dutch are remarkable for patience 
and toughness of fiber. I, will mention two 
conspicuous examples of this toughness for 
| endurance. 

One is in the 3 of amusements. 
The people have few amusements generally. 
They toil on doggedly with little change 
from week to week. But once a year 
comes the “ Kermesse, a sort of market 
festival about the middle of July, which 
‘lasts eight days. It is a relic of barbarous 
times. In those early times all trading was 
done once a year. People came into the 
principal towns, (babies and baggage) to 
remain eight days, barter for what they 


with the progress of civilization, the bar- 
tering feature of the performance has disap- 
peared, but the festival remains. 

I witnessed the “ Kermesse” in Utrecht. 
The public square was crowded with tents 
and shanties for little clownish performan- 
ces and the sale of “airy nothings.” The 
people crowded the town for eight days, in- 
cessantly singing, dancing, and apparently 
pleased to a high degree by childish pranks. 
I wondered at the endurance of the com- 
mon people, which could bear the strain of 
eight days’ incessant nonsense. Nothing is 
more wearisome than the muscular wear 
and tear of laughing at things in which 
there is neither wit nor sense. For in- 
stance, an evening passed in the insipidities 
of a silly company is more fatigueing than 
a hard day’s work. Yet, after the eight 
days’ show, the people seemed fresh and 
anxious for a continuance. Such zerve is 
wonderful for iis steel-like strength. | 

Another indication of strong fiber in the 
common people is shown in their form of 
public worship. Their worship is rigid and 
formal exceedingly. The sermons are gen- 
erally more than an hour long, and, I am 
sorry to say, they are generally stiff, dog- 
matic addresses. Yet the people show won- 
derful docility and endurance as listeners. 
They even require long, tough, — 
tive discourses.

NEw Yorx, Sept. 20th. 


His heart was firm as oak and triple brass

The jolly Horace, 
like most good livers, hated, the discomforts 
as well as feared the dangers of the ocean. 


But Californians, who have overcome both 


feelings and returned to that primitive, am- 
phibious state of mind which finds a home 
on either sea or land, while they pity our an- 
cient friend’s fears, ought to remember that 
he had never enjoyed the privilege of ma-

in the Constitution would satisfy as great 
an epicure as Horace that good living is not 


unknown upon the ocean, and also rid him

I must say 
I like the Constitution very much, for when 
she rolls, she rolls, and when she pitches— 
the passengers know it and heave also. 
Consistency, you know, is a jewel, and thor- 
oughness and completeness commendable in 
every actions. 

But why is he who puts bis ſaith in

frail canoe? The latter has complete faith 


in his vessel and in ‘his own skill and 
strength. He exults in his power to tame 
the angry monster, ocean, and does not turn

persistency in the face of known danger. 
But he who confides in fragile skiff or noble 
steamship so completely as to be sure there 
is no danger, exercises faith, not courage. 


I believe the ocean is, in à certain way, 
man's own element and home, and no “heart 


of oak or triple brass is necéssary, or ever 
was, in order to sail upon it. It is well 
known that the natives of the South Sea 


Islands make voyages of several hundred 
miles in their canoes, without chart or com- 
pass. And, upon reflection, I think Horace 


must have alluded to them in the lines I 
have translated; just as Shakespeare, you 


know, foretold the telegraph, etc, 


Yet, among civilized men, yery many 
have a nervous, almost superstitious, horror 
of the sea. I once listened to 9 sermon by 
an aged divine, just arrived in California 
from, the East, on the text, and there shall 
be no more sea.” The worthy Dr. inter- 
preted the text literally, and argued that 
when the sea dried up, the greater part of 


the sin and misery of the world would go 


with it. His recent experience filling his 
mind with all doleful and terrible images, 
he described the miseries and dangers of a 
sea-voyage with nauseating vividness. I 
saw before me, in imagination, the worthy 
man going through all the ridiculous ago- 
nies of sea-sickness and all the useless ter- 
rors of a storm, and his spiritual applica- 
tion of the subject was, I am sorry to say, 
entirely lost upon me. 

For me the sea is no emblem of violence 


‘for, says Obrist, I am the door; 


ob; to some, is no 
enemy of mine; perhops because I have 


never seen the ocean in its most cruel mood. 
At any rate, sympathy is due to all the dis- 


tress of others. But as we passed out of 
the Golden Gate and caught sight of the 
open ocean, and steamed out upon the 
‘boundless ‘expanse, there came over me a 
sense of liberty, of freedom from the bounds 
and limits of the land, and there grew in 
the mind a sublime impression of infinity. 
The circling horizon, bending around upon 
‘itself, the cloudy hemisphere that arched 
‘above, and the endless motion of the waves, 
falling only to rise again, were all emblems 
of the Infinite, while the long, monotonous 


swell, with its regular undulations, seemed | 


counting the rythm of Nature's poem, or 
beating time for the “ music of the spheres.” 


The most vivid, memorable experience 


of the whole voyage was afforded by a vio- 
lent tropical thunder storm. For some 
hours before sunset we passed along the 


edge of the black cloud: where the elemental 


strife was waging. ‘The frequent lightning 
reached from sea to sky in tall columns of 
blinding light, that seemed to stand in fear- 
ful brightness ‘for several seconds before 
they faded into gloom. The thunder rolled 
almost continuously and jarred upon the ear 
with pecaliarly deep reverberations. To- 


wards night the cloud passed astern, and as 


the darkness fell, the lightning assumed a 
different form. Every few seconds a flash 
of brilliant light issued from the cloud, ir- 
radiating the whole sky, lighting up all ob- 
jects with a ghastly, unnatural light, and 
instantly leaving them in perfect blackness 
of darkness. Each flash was as brilliant 
and as beautiful as the Aurora Borealis, but 
so instantaneous that it seemed like the 
flash of a gun, a million times intensified. 
This lasted for hours, the thunder growing 


‘continually louder, “ nearer, clearer, dead- : 


‘fier than before,” till about midnight, when 
a terribly brilliant gleam was followed by a 
stunning peal, whose loud resonance was 


painful to the ear, and seemed to actually 


rock the ship. The worst was now over ; 


the storm abated and left us to dream of 
what we would.

‘BLACKWELL’S ISLAND. 

It is a common idea of New York that 
it is a vast city, the Paradise of thieves and 
‘pickpockets, the stronghold of political ras- 
cality and corruption, the place where mil- 
lions are taken from rich tax-payersand put 
into the pockets of dishonest officials. No 
doubt it is a corrupt and wicked city, but 
in no place is more done to relieve suffering 
and want than here. There are many pri- 
vate charitable institutions of all kinds, and 
many benevolent societies, and private char- 
ity is distributed with a free hand. But, 
in addition to all this, the city government 
expends vast sums upon public charities 
and also upon the correction of those who 
are convicted of slight offences. These 
public institutions are located upon Black- 
well’s Island, in the East River. ‘The 
buildings and all the appointments are wor- 
thy of the great metropolis of a great na- 
tion. 
freely employed and convict labor bas not 
been spared to make these buildings beau- 
tiful, substantial, and convenient. The re- 
sult has been a grand success. The prin- 
cipal hospital presents a front exceedingly 


ty of design. Several of the buildings are 
worthy to be sketched or photographed, and 


But architectural descriptions are always 
unsatisfactory. I shall not attempt any. 
The external appearance, and even the in- 
ternal economy and arrangements, seemed 
to me inferior in interest to the lives, suf- 
ferings and. crimes of the immense number 
of human beings inhabiting the island. The 
usual number in the alms-house is 1,200, 
including 280 children ; in the lunatic asy- 
lum, 900 ; in the penitentiary, 900; in the 
hospitals, 1,000. 

Most of the disease treated in the hospi- 
tal is the result of vice and crime. Most 
of the misery relieved in he alms-house is 
the result of improvidence and dissipation. 

But these facts make this fearful mass of 
buman misery and suffering not less, but 
more terrible and pitiable. Doubtless sin 
is the cause, direct or remote, of all misery, 
but the certainty of the consequence and its 
‘actual frequency make the duty of reliev- 


perative. 
I visited the various buildings under the 


guidance of my friend, Dr. Sherman, one | 


of the resident physicians, of whom, by the 


way, there are sixteen upon the island. | 


First I accompanied the Doctor in his offi- 
cial visit to the children’salms-house. Here 
are 280 little paupers, in all states of health 
and disease, of all ages up to four years. 
Some are the children of paupers; some 
are foundlings. Some are bright, quick- 
witted, attractive; some dull and heavy, 
all are clean and decently dressed ; in short, 
except in the latter respects, they are just 
like any other 280 children.
